TIPS FOR THE HUNGRY. 


Congressmen to Leave 


Seeking 
7 Him Alone. 


He Says the Legislative Branches 
Must Attend to Their Own 
Business. 


Don Dickinson's Power—“ Jenks’ Baby 
Black's Inconsistency—Spoils in 
General. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 5.—{Special.]|—The 
President said to your correspondent today: 
“I believe the most important benefit that I 
can confer on the country by my Presiaency is 
to insist upon the entire independence of the 
executive and legislative branches of the Gov- 
ernment, and compel the members of the leg- 
islative branch to see that they have respons!- 
bilities of their own, grave and well defined, 
which their official oaths bind them sacredly to 
perform.” 

The Constitution directs the President to 
make, from time to time, recommendations to 
Congress, and gives him the power to veto 
bills, and he is determined to corffine himself 
Strictly to these duties so far as his relations 
with the legislative branch go. That he should 
also require members of the legislative branch 
to confine themselves strictiy to their consti- 
tutional duties, and forbid them to interfere 
in the executive duties by soliciting 
or suggesting appointments to office, 
Seems to follow as 1 matter of 
course from his declaration. If he follows 
this policy he will relieve himself and bis sub- 
ordinates of a great deal of worry. Senators 
and Representatives will no longer be permit- 
ted to take up his and their time with applica- 
tions for office for their favorits. He will put 
a stop to the hitherto not uncommon spectacle 
ofa Congressman demanding of the head of a 
bureau the removal of some subordinate to 
make room for.a manof his own, and some- 
times making this demand roughly and 
with threats. He will insist that no.member 
of either House sball recommend either to him 
or to his Cabinet officers, or to any of his sub- 
ordinates, any man for place. He will, in short, 
require that the codrdinate and independent 
legislative branch shall cease absolutely and 
entirely to interfere with or attempt to influ- 
ence the executive branch in the matter of 
appointments. * That follows logically from 
Mr. Cleveland’s declaration, and if he does that 
he wil) make a very great change, indeed, here 
in Washington. Hitnerto Senators and 
Representatives have been freely heard 
in application for office. Not 100, 
but 1,000 times, probably, Mr. Cleveland and 
+ his Cabinet Minister have listened patientiy, 
and willmgly, and consentingly to the appeal 
of Senators and Representatives—‘** You must 
try to help me in this matter: I must have my 
men in, or else I cannot carry the district.“ or 
the State, as the case may be. There is no 
secret avout this thine; It is seen and spoken 
of openly every day, and there have been few 
days since the new Administration came in that 
have not seen men appointed to executive 
offices solely on the urgency and solicitation 
of members of the codrdinate and independent 
legislative branch. Such an isolation of the 
executive from the legislative branch as tne 
President proposes will be an unmixed good in 
many ways. No one but a man of great deter- 
mination and a high and conscientious sense 
of duty would be capable of undertaking it 
or of carrynm it out. If any one 
can do it Mr. Cleveland is undoubtedly the 
man. But be will have to keep a vigilant eye 
on his Postmaster-General and his First As 
sistant Postmaster-General; he will have to 
order his heads of bureaus to refuse to hear 
Congressional inquiries about or appeals for 
place, and tell them to boldly defy OCongres- 
sional threats. He has probably already in- 
structed his Cabinet officers to give no time to 
Congressional interviews about offices, 
and to bundle a Congressman out the 
moment de begins: Can't you help 
me?” Perhaps the most effective way— 
possibly the only effective way—would be 
to instruct his own doorkeepers and the door- 
keepers at the departments to refuse to admit 
wembers of the legislative branch except on 
the solemn assurance that they do not mean 
to ask for offices or talk about places. The 
difficulties in the way are so great that only 
summary methods and strict orders can over- 
come them. 

So clear-headed a man as Mr. Cleveland sees, 
of course, that to fail to repress the hitherto 
irrepressible legislative branch will be to 
fail utterly in his praiseworthy policy. To 
refuse to interfere with or influence 
the legislative branch and yet permit 
the legislative branch to interfere with and in- 
fluence the executive would be not only un- 
constitutional but ridiculous. It would be for 
the President such a one-sided arrangement as 
be could not live under. It would be fora 
strong and rich man to open bis bouse doors, 
tie his own hands and feet, and invite passers- 
dy to come in and help themselves to his 
goods. Mr. Cleveland is not the man to do this. 

If Mr. Cleveland succeeds the country will 
for the first time in very many years see itself 
governed strictly according to the methods of 
the Constitunon. That instrument clearly de- 
signs that Congress shall make the laws, and 
the President and his subordinates shall ad- 
minister and enforce them; that in order to 
hold the President to a just and full responsi- 
bility as the executive be shall select, and ap- 
point, and control, and remove all his subor- 
dinates, the Senate only having a limited power 
of advice and consent as to a few of them; that 
Congress, which grants money for the support 
of the President and his subordinates, shall 
have no share or part in the selection of these 
latter, and that the President and his Cabinet 
and other subordinates, who are to execute the 
laws, shall have no share or part in making 
them. ‘That is the system of the Constitution. 
In accordance with it the Executive Mansion 
was placed, not near, but at what was then be- 
lieved to be the greatest practical dit 


it needs to be enforced as a whole, and not in 
part. So long as members of the legislative 
branch are allowed to recommend, solicit, ap- 
peal for, or dictate appointments, 60 long the 

system is violated and muddied.

A favorit practice of some of the fresh Dem- 
ocratic officials who have had a chance to make 
reports bas been to indulge freely in criticism 
of the way their predecessors ran the office. 
Gen. Biack, Commissioner of Pensions, bad 
his fling at ex-Commissioner Dudley, and as 
much as said that in the past the granting of 
pensions had been made chiefly with reference 
to the politics of the pensioners.- Mr. Dud- 
ley’s friends took exception to this, and the 
day ot the holiday recess Senator Harrison of 
Indiana offered a resolution calling for an 
investigation of the way the Pension Office 
was now managed.,Objection being made at 
the time, the resolution had to go over under 
the rules. Today Senator Harrison calied it 
up, but by request from the Democratic side 
did not press consideration till tomorrow, when 
Senator Voorhees, who wants to offer some 
amendments, will be present. This move on 
the part of Senator Harrison is taken to mean 
that Dudley, who 1s something of a fighter, is 
prepared to defend thoroughly his administra- 
tion of the Pension Office, and is rather inviting 
the’ Democrats to find anything wrong with 
it if they can. He wants to give 
his successor the opportunity to show just 
what was ‘mproper, and expects to accomplish 
this by inquiring into the present manage- 
ment. Gen. Black's methods are thought to 
be vulnerable in several points. He has al- 
ways been a warm advocate of civil-service 
reform in theory. When be got a chance to 
practice it he torgot all his former teachings. 
The Civil-Service Commissioners have com- 
plained that they had great difficulty in getting 
the rules carried out in the Pension Office, and 
that they were systematically backcapped. 

Representative Finley of Maryland is poking 
fun at Morris A. Thomas, who, after a stormy 
time, was appointed Indian Inspector as a rep- 
resentative of the Maryland Democracy. He 
calls Thomas “ Jenks’ Baby.“ Complaints are 
made against Thomas’ character. Assistant- 
Secretary Jenks of the Interior Department 
wanted the complaints put in formal shape, 
and meantime sent Thomas to the Far West. 
In consequence Thomas could not be found for 
weeks, and finally turned up only when the ap- 
propriation for his employment nad been ex- 
hausted. Later Thomas filed an answer to the 
charges, but Jenks was then away and no 
one could get at them. Before he got back the 
President sent the name wf Thomas to the Sen- 
ate. Mr. Jenks may be asked to hand over the 
charges against Thomas and the latter's reply 
to the Senate Committee on Indian Affairs.

ILLINOIS SPOILS. 

The nomination of Miles J. Finlen for the 
Streator Post-Office was in pursuance of the 
policy of the President in shifting to the Senate 
the cases where serious charges are to be in- 
vestigated. The appointment excited little 
comment, as the merits of the case had been 
fought over so often. The Republican Senators 
said that in passing on the appointment the 
wishes of Congressman Piumb would undoubt- 
edly be consulted. It was practically entirely 
in bis bands.

The representatives of the rival Jerseyville 
factions have had a rather sociable time of it 
today, making the rounds together in a good- 
natured way. First Assistant Postmaster- 
General Stevenson was pestered by them more 
than any other official. The papers in the case 
will go to the President tomorrow.

THURSTON S MISTAKE, 


COL. ANTHONY’S WOULD-BE ASSASIN VAIN- 
LY ATTEMPTS TO COMMIT SUICIDE—OTHER 
WORLD-WEARY CASES. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., Jan. 5.—|Special.}|— 
Thomas C. Thurston, who attempted to kill Col. 
D. R. Anthony of the Leavenworth Times, but 
missed him and hit Lucien Baker, a prominent 
attorney, and John P. Dougias, a Times book- 
keeper, and was sentenced to eighteen years’ 
bard labor in the penitentiary, attempted sui- 
cide by taking morphine. He has served five 
years of his term and became much depressed 
in spirits. He stole the morphine from the 
prison physican, and after taking it left a note 
at bis cell door saying where he wanted to be 
buried, but the note was found intime to apply 
the ee and save Thurston's life, 
though be is Véry low. 

[Thurston is a newspaper man well known in the 
West, and with an unsavory reputation. It is 
somewhat singular that when he tried to kill Col. 
Anthony he shot Lucien Baker, who had only a 
short time previously acted as his attorney and 
succeeded in obtaining his acquittal for killing 
William Embry, his partner in a newspaper 
venture with whom he had quarreled, although 
both Thurston and Embry had made common 
cause against Anthony, Embry shooting Anthony 
in 1876 in a Leavenworth theatre so badly that his 
life was given up by physicians and only his in- 
domitable will pulled him through. The doctors 
told Anthony then he must prepare to die. An- 
thony replied: “I'll bed—d if lde!“ He recov- 
ered, and has continued to make matters lively in 
Leavenworth. When Thurston shot Embry 
Antbony denounced the crime in his newspaper as 
a cowardly murder, although Embry had been a 
sworn enemy. After Thurston’s acquittal he tried 
to kill Anthony, firing twice at him in the middle 
of the day on the principal business street of 
Leavenworth while it was crowded with people, 
but missed his mark and came near killing bis own 
attorney, who was standing over 100 yards away. 
John F. Douglas was also shot through the ear. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 5.—(Special.|}—John 
Bodes, a madman, committed suicide in a hor- 
rible manner today. While walking on the 
street he drew a clasp-knife and plunging the 
blade into the side of his neck, tried to behead 
himself. He did not succeed, and again turust 
the blade into the other side of his neck and 
drew it around under his chin, severmg 
his windpipe, but, strange to say, missing the 
carotid artery. He again plunged the knife 
into his neck and followed it up by stabbing 
himself in the left side and arm. Blood 
streamed from the wounds to the sidewalk, and 
the spectators gathered around horrified. The 
madman kept them at bay with his knife and 
then ran, pursued by the police, and did not 
stop until weak from his wounds. He died in 
a short time. He was a musician, recentiy 
from Germany. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., Jan. 5.—[Special.]|—J. 
W. Nawell, a druggist from Topeka, suicided at 
the Nationa! Hotel iast night. A chambermaia 
found bim lying on the floor this morning and 
in bis hand the following note: 

Piease do not say that I am insane, for I am not. 
I have no money except $2, and cannot get employv- 
ment. 1 am down and must be kicked at if I live, 
so 1 preter to take my own life. I have taken four 
grains of morphia and seventy-five grains of chio- 
ral, the effect of which is slow. The key of my 
trunk is in my pants pocket. I don't wish to soil 
the bed, so I will lie on the floor. Please write to 
my friends. I am a Mason of high order. 

P.8.—A pocketbook in my trunk contains papers 
that will tell you who I am. NAWELL

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 5.—[Special.]—

House this morning. Speaker Carlisle kept his

THE SENATE. 

The opening of the Senate had little inci- 
dent. Precisely at noon the Senate was called 
to order by Senator Sherman, the President 
pro tem., who, after prayer and the reading of 
the journal, laid before tha Senate the creden- 
tials of John W. Daniel, the newly-elected 
United States Senator from Virginia, which were 
read and lajd on the table. Also a communi 
cation from Gen. W. B. Franklin. President of 
the National Home for Disabled Volunteer 
Soidiers, notitying the Senate of the death of 
Gen. George B. McCiel'an, with the view of 
having the consequent vacancy on the Board 
of Trustees filled. The communication was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Military Affairs. 

When Morgan of Alabama introduced his 
bill for the substitution of standard silver dol- 
lars in the place of gold coin and currency in 
the several reserved funds held in the Treas- 
ury Gray of Delaware gave notice that he 
would tomorrow make a speech on the Beck 
resoluhon. Beck here got an explanation 
from Senator Morrill that be had perhaps been 
alittle mistaken in criticising the Kentucky 
Senator’s criticism of the President and Secre- 
tary Manning. Beck then emphasized his 
position by declaring his belief that it would 
have been better bad the Treasury vaults been 
torn open by a tornado and their contents 
scattered to the four winds, so that the people 
might pick up the money and put it in circula- 
tion, rather than that the surplus should have 
been kept locked up. 

Wben Edmunds got bis anti-polygamy bill con- 
sidered, the discussion between him and Hoar 
of Massachusetts as to what constituted the 
right to vote, was quite spirited. Hoar took 
the ground that it was a vested right, while 
Edmunds held it was a mere political privi- 
lege. In its executive session the Senate aid 
not run against any of the notorious nomina- 
tions, Kentucky and Tennessee Postmasters 
taking up most of its time, 

THE UTAH PLAGUE SPOT. 

Senator Edmunds called up the Utah bill to- 
day reported by him from the Committee of 
the Judiciary. The bill having been read at 
length, Senator Hoar moved to strike out the 
seventh secuon—being the section prohibiting 
the exercise of suffrage by women in Utah. 

In making this motion, Mr. Hoar said he ap- 
proved the purpose of the bill and the 
by which that purpose was sought to be et- 
fected, with the exception of the disfranchise- 
ment of the women of Utah. Woman suffrage 
existed in the Territories of Wyoming and 
Washington, and the most careful and thought- 
ful observers testified to the excellent 
effect of the class of suffrage inp 
these Territories. To deprive such of 
the. women of Utah who were not plural 
wives of the right which they already bad to 
exercise the suffrage was undertaking to place. 
them in the same category with what the Jaw 
regarded as criminals, and was u violation of 
a sound principle of legisiation. Senator Ed- 
munds replied that whenever a majority of the 
women of the United States, or of any State, 
desired to have the suffrage they would bave 
his (Edmunds’) vote in favor of that desire. 
Whenever our wives, sisters, and sweethearts, 
he said, came to believe that they could better 
serve society and themselves by exercising tne 
suffrage and going into the political neld. in- 
stead of confining themselves to the field in 


| 


which they were now employed, they should 


have his aid in attaining their object. He denied 
that the women of Utah had now, in the sense 
of fiaal and complete law, a lawful right to 
vote. The laws of Utah were passed subject 
to the approval of the United States Congress. 
The laws, too, were intended to relieve the 
Utah women of a condition of slavery in which 
they were beld by their b Senator 
Hoar thought this point not applicable. A sim- 
ilar remark would have been made by some 
people twenty years ago, he said, with regard 
to women professing the Roman Catholic faith, 
and the debates in the English Parliament for 
the last fifty years showed that many English- 
men asserted that the political movements of 
the Irish people were due to their sub- 
mission to their priesthood. The right 
to vote once conferred was as much a 
vested right as any right of property. 
Senator Edmunds replied that the position in 
Utah was unique, these plural wives and per- 
sons under the influence of the hierarchy of 
Utah were under an influence entirely differ- 
ent from that which could be asserted of men 
or women professing the Roman Catholic, the 
Episcopalian, the Methodist, or any similiar 
religion. It came nearer to a state of serfdom. 
Senator Blair supported Senator Hoar’s motion. 
If the reason given by Mr. Edmunds for the 
disfranchisement of the women of Utah were 
a sound reason, it was equally applicable, Sen- 


- ator Blair thought, to the men of Utah, and 


the necessity for its application was the same 
in the case of the men. If the women who be- 
lieved in polygamy were to be disfranchised, 
why not the men who believed in it? Senator 
Vest hoped the bill might go over one day, and 
it went over accordingly. 

Mr. McAdoo also introduced a bill in the 
House depriving of the right of suffrage all 
polygamists or persons who are members of 
organizations that encourage other persons to 
commit bigamy. 

TARIFF REFORM. 

Mr. Anderson of Obio today introduced a 
bill prepared by Congressman Miller, extending 
the bonded period indefinitly, so that distillers 
may Only pay tax when they desire to put spir- 
its on the market. 


Among the petitions presented today was — 


one from citizens of Illinois asking for an in- 
creased tax on Sumatra tobacco. 

Dr. Lord, the head of the Wisconsin Tobacco- 
Growers’ Association, is here to urge increased 
duty on Sumatra tobacco.

SILVER. 

Senator Gray gave notice today that he would 
tomorrow call up the Beck silver resolution 
for the purpose of making some remarks on 
it. Senator Beck inquired as to the present 
parliamentary condition of the resolution re- 
ferred to. The Chair (Senator Sherman) re- 
plied that it was on the table, and that the 
pending motion was to refer it to the Commit- 
tee on Finance. Senator Beck, referring to 
the criticism made by Senator Morrill in his 
recent speech, inquired of Mr. Morrill whether 
on acareful reading of that speech be had not 
been mistaken in bis undérstanding of Mr. 
Becke remarks. Senator Morrill replied 
that he took pleasure in say ing 
that he had somewhat misunderstood Mr. 
Beck’s reference to the President anc Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. Senator Beck disclaimed 
having made any personal attack upon the 
President or Secretary of the Treasury. His 
remark regarding the Secretary locking up the 
surplus would, he said, nave been quite as 
well illustrated, and perhaps more aptiy so, if 
he had said acycione had blown down the 
Treasury Building and scattered the surplus, 
and the people had. picked up the money on 
the street and put it into circulation; that cir- 
culation would be more beneficial to the peo-\ 
pie than keeping the money locked up in the 
Treasury.

By Senator Morgan—To substitute silver dollars, 
in part, in the place of gold coin and curreacy in 
several reserved funds heid in the Treasury. 

[It requires the Secretary of the Treasury to 
place to the credit of the reserved fund of $100,-

the redemption of the legal-tender United States 
notes, not to exceed $50,000,000 in standard silver 
dollars now in the Treasury, or that shall come 
into the Treasury, in excess of the amount required 
for the redemption of silver certificates; such 
silver dollars shall be so applied to said reserved 
fund from time to time until the sum thereof shall 
be $50,000,000, and as such silver dollars are 80 
placed in this fund amequal sum of gold com. not 
to exceed $50,000,000, shall be withdrawn from said 
reserved fund and covered into the Treasury. 

It also requires that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury place such standard silver dollars to the credit 
of the several funds held in the Treasury for the 
redemption of the notes of National banks that 
have failed or are in process of liquidation and the 
5 per cent redemption fund of the National banks 
to the extent of one-baif of such of said several 
tunds as there shall be at any time held in the 
Treasury. The Secretary of the Treasury is re- 
quired from time to time to withdraw from such of 
said funds and cover into the Treasury an amount 
of United States legal-tender notes or National- 
bank notes equal to the amount of silver dollars 
80 deposited by him to the credit of such fund.]

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 5.—ISpeelal.I— Monday 
afternoon the men working in one of the de- 
partments of the Cleveland Kollmg-Mill Com- 
pany’s Wire-Works struck for an advance of 
15 per cent in their wages. The company con- 
ceded them 10 per cent, and there are rumors 
of a general advance in wagesin all depart- 
ments.

When the general 
reduction was made six months ago steel raiis 
were quoted at $26.50. A month ago orders 
being now filled were contracted for at $34, 
and orders are now being taken in other mills 
at $40.

FISH DEALERS AT WAR. 

I— The oid 
war has again broken out between association 
ana non-association. fish dealers in Boston, 
which bids fair to involve the fishermen them- 
selves. It is charged by several smali dealers 
that there is no more fairness nor less cutting 
of rates, though in a covert way, in the asse- 
ciation than outof it. Itis also charged that 
the fishermen as they arrive from the out- 
skirts are notified by members of the associa- 
tion that they will not buy of them if they (the 
fishermen) sell to non-association men. It ap- 
pears that they do so sell, and, moreover, they 
threaten that if a system or boycotting is be- 
gun by the association they will form a Fisher- 
men’s union in correspondence with the 
Knights of Labor.

IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 

PRILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 5.—Sales of crude 
fron for the last week will foot up between 
50,000 and 70,000 tons of forge and foundry 
at $17 for forge, $17 for No. 2 foundry, and $18 
to $19 for No. 1. Inquiries are in hand for 
large lots of merchant steel and iron, and con- 
tracts will be placed in a few days for several 
thousand tons at $1.70 to $1.80. Nails are weak 
at $2.50, and reductions have taken place in 
severe! Eastern factories. Thirty thousand 
tons of steel rails were sold this week at $34 to 
$34.50; small lots at $35. The tendency is up- 
ward in structural iron, plate, sheet, and tank, 
and orders in skelp iron, with orders months 
ahead, and pipemakers calling for material.

COAL-DEALERS’ WAR. 


Kawsas City, Mo., Jan. 5.—([Special.]—A 
war between coal-deaiers of this city has been 
inaugurated, and to the infinit satisfaction of 
consumers prices have been materialiy re- 
duced. Anthracite coal, Which has heretofore 
been selling at $10.50 per ton, inclusive of 
drayage, is now offered at $9.50. This, dealers 
claim, is furnishing coal to consumers at a 
figure but little above actual cost. Soft coal 
has been reduced about one-third—that is, coal 
which formerly sold at $4.50 per ton is now de- 
livered at $3 and $38.25 per ton. Heretofore 
dealers have strongly declared that no coal 
ring or association was in existence in Kansas 
City, but the present war has shown clearly 
that the cut in prices is due chiefly to 
a growing suspicion that some firms in the as- 
sociation were acting in bad faith.

BOARD OF TRADE. 


Director J. J. Bryant Punches 
Robert Lindblom in the Rye 
What They Say. 


Mr. Rumsey Elected Vice-President— 
Doings of the Board of Di- 
rectors. 


> 
Value of Memberships and How to In- 
crease It Now an Absorbing 
Topic. 


Just before opening on "Change yesterday 
morning a lively, though one-sided, set-to took 
place in which the participants were two of the 
candidates for the Vice-Presidency of the 
board. A knot ot members who were standing 
around the table where the second polling was 
just going to open for the Second Vice-Presi- 
dency heard a few heated words, and immedi- 
ately atter saw Director, John J. Bryant plant 
a stinging left-hander right on Robert Lind- 
blom’s cheek bone, close under the right eye. 
The men then clinched, but friends of both 
parties rushed in and they were -épeed- 
ily separated. Mr. Bryant at once left 
the hall, and it was then discovered that 
a discolored lump as large as a walnut stood 
out from the crest of Mr. Lindblom’s cheek- 
bone. The outer part of the under eyelid was 
slightly discolored, but the eye and the upper 
eyelid were uninjured. Mr. Lindblom had 
been protected by his spectacles, and Mr. Bry- 
ant in the heat of the moment bad not consid- 
ered that Mr. Lindblom's right eye is an artifi- 
cial one of the most illusive design. The cause 
of the little scrimmage was at once apparent 
to the members. It all arose out of the green 
circular which Mr. Lindblom circulated on 
‘Change Monday in Which he reflected on 
the manner in which Mr. Bryant 
bad been nominated, and used such 
choice expressions as “sneak tpief’’ and 
false pretenses,” though towards whom d. 
rected was a matter of inference and unter 
tainty. “I'm sorry,” said Mr. Bryant ta: a 
TRIBUNE reporter, that I so far forgot myself 
us to strike him on the board, but I was so 
worked up with excitement and indignation at 
his false charges that I could not help myself. 
The caucus at which I was nominated was a 
perfectly regular one, at which such men as 
H. W. Rogers, C. J. Ives, Asa Dow, J. H. Mine, 
Frank Crittenden, George M. How, W. X. 
Gregg, and George H. Sidwell were present. 

Rovert Lindblom, when seen later, said he 
was standing speaking with some friends on 
Change yesterday mornmg. He heard some 
one speak, Dut did not realize who it was at 
first. His hands were in his pockets at the 
time, and as he turned Bryant dealt bim a 
heavy biowon the face before he had any 
chance of guarding himself. The word 
“sneak-thiet"’ in his circular, he said, was 
used in a metapborical sense, and was not 
meant to apply to either Bryant or his friends. 
It might just as well have applied to himself 
had he taken the nomination for President 
when professing to be working in Wright's in- 
terest. If the cap fitted Bryant, be was quite 
right to put it on. 

Both of the men bave their friends and 
apologists, and while Bryant's action in choos 
ing the board for his fistic dispiay is generally 
eondemned there are nota few who think that 
Lindblom just got about bis deserts. 


“ THE VICE-PRESIDENCY. 

The second ballot for Second Vice-President 
took place yesterday. John J. Bryant, as au- 
ticipated, was not a candidate, and the contest 
lay between George D. Rumsey and Robert 
Lindolom. Bryant's support wheeled over to 
Rumsey, and when the result was declared it 
showed that Rumsey had 640 votes against 440 
cast for Linabiom. 

At the regular weekly meeting of the d. 
rectors of the Board of Trade the subject of 
the encounter between Messrs. Bryant and 
Lindblom was taken up and proved provoc 
ative of lively debate, which ended in the sus- 
pension for thirty days of Joun J. Bryant, fol- 
lowed by a resolution instructing Secretary 
Stone to issue a summons to Robert Lindblom 
requiring him to appear before the board and 
answer charges preferred against him of iss u- 
ing the objectionable circular whieh led to the 
encounter. Messrs. William McKee, H. W. 
Rannenberg, and A. F. Bullen were duly elected 
members of the of Trade, and the annual 
report was read and adopted for reading at the 
annual meeting Monday next. Charges of 
commercial conduct were preferred against 
John L. Peck. 

Before the conclusion of the meeting a hand- 
some gold medal was presented to the retiring 
President, Mr. E. Nelson Blake, by the direct- 
ors and officers of 1885. The medal bore on its 
surface a seal of the Board of Trade Buliding 
and upon the reverse the names of the donors. 

Mr. R. W. Clarke returned home yesterday 
after an absence of a week to find that he had 
been put up as a candidate and rejected, both 
without his knowledge or consent. He says he 
would certainly have deciined the nomination 
had he been consulted about it. 


TRYING TOINCREASE MEMBERSHIP VALUES. 

A proposition was posted on Change yester- 
day, signed by a number ot members, asking 
that a change be made in the rules which will 
make it necessary for banks doing business for 
members of the board to have some party 
representing them connected with the institu- 
tion who can be held responsible in case: of 
disagreement arising out of transactions be- 
tween members of the board and the banks. 
Similar propositions have been made previous- 
ly with reward to railroads and other corpora- 
tions baving representatives on the board. The 
taking of such memberships would absorb a 
large part of the something like 100 tickets 
that were recently floating around as the resuit 


of the abolition of the penalty for 
breaches of the com mission rule. 
As the rule stood till about two 


months ago, brokers were allowed to transact 
business for fellow-members at about one-half 
the rates which they were obliged to charge 
outsiders. As a consequence several parties 
outside who were in the habit of trading on 
the floor through re ntatives bought tick- 
ets, because the int t on the cost of these 
tickets, added to the annual assessment tee, 
amounted to much less than the saving on the 
brokerage. When the rule was changed two 
months ago the motive for retaining these 
memberships disappeared, and it was their press- 
ure on the market which broke down the price 
to below $2,000 last month. It is understood 
that nearly one-half of these extra tickets 
have already been absorbed and the value in- 
creased to $2,300, paid last Monday and bid yes- 
terday for two more memberships. 

A proposition to still further increase 
the value of memberships was circeu- 
lated on the floor yesterday. It provides 
that, while the membership shali at no time 
exceed 2,000, any member can, on application 
to the Secretary, have transferred to bim as 
many additional membersbips as he chooses to 
buy, either direct from the association or from 
other members, such memberships to be 
marked extra, and not conferring on the 
holder any rights or privileges in the associa- 
mon. Those, however, on application to the 
Secretary, can be transferred at once without 
posting, and when transferred to a vew mem- 
ber cease to be called extra. The amend- 
ment furtmwer provides that any member 
wishing to withdraw can, after the due 
posting of his membership, surrender the 
same to the Secretary, and receive forty 
days after the date of the transfer from 
the Secretary $2,500. When a membersbip 
is so surrendered it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary to indorse it extra and hold it in 


asseasnient pro rata on every membership suf- 
ficient to collect $2,500, payable in thirty days. 
If the collected assessments in that time are 
insufficient to pay the said amount, then the 
Treasurer of the association is authorized to 
advance the deficiency until it can be collected 
under another section of the rule. It is to be 
the duty of the Secretary, on application to 
him and upon the payment of $5,000 for each 
membership, to transfer to any member one 
or more extra memberships thus beid in 
trust, or to cancel the sald membership and 
issue in iteetead a regular membersDip to any 
newly-elected member on the payment of 
$5,000, the money to be distributed equally 
among the members. 

The above is not the only action that bas 
been recently proposed baving for its object 
the relief of the board from the difficulties 
under which it is struggling, the chief of 
which are increased expenses on account of 
removaito the new location, and a smaller 
actual amount of business, which was esti- 
mated in THe TRIBUNE'S lagt annual review to 
have been fully 15 per cent in 1886 than in

IN A POLITICAL WAY. 


GOV. HILL’S BID TO BECOME THE “ RE- 
FORM’ LEADER—THE BATTLE AT COLUM- 
BUS. : 
ALBany, N. V., Jan. 5.—|Special.|}—Gov. Hill 

makes a strong bid in bis annual message to 
the Legislature today to be considered the suc 
cessor of Tilden as the Democratic reform 
leader. Theory reform runs through the 
whole document. In the many departments of 
the State Government most radical changes 
are recommended. He says that the total 
State debt unprovided for is $4,798,666. Of 
civil-service retorm heremarks: The funda- 
mental idea of this reform, that public office is 
a public trust to be exercised solely for the 
public welfare, and that offices should be filied 
only by those best qualified for the 
service to be rendered after their fitness has 
been ascertained by proper tests, is the corner 
stone of popular government. The bestowal 
of office solely as a reward for partisan service 
or as a means of livelinood for the incompetent 
and thriftiess is an abuse that cannot be tol- 
erated by a free people.” 

He believes, bowever, that preference should 
be given to Union veterans. Since the law 
has been in operation in the State 524 persons 
bave been appointed to State positions 
under it and 2,201 to places in cities. Gov. 
Hill recommends a thorough revision 
of the tax laws; the taking of a State numer- 
ation of inhabitants: the abolition of the Board 
of Regents, Charities, and Health; and the 
creation of single-headed departments in place 
of the last two. A considerable portion of the 
message is devoted to the necessity of reform 
in municipal matters, especially in New York 
City. Labor also receives extended treatment. 
He urges the incorporation of trades unions, 
better legislation for the protection of chil- 
dren, and the establishment of a labor com- 
mission to investigate the labor problem 
thoroughly and suggest legislation. Of 
the evils of corporate power he says: 
“It is believed that a statute prohibiting the 
issue of shares of stock except upon the re- 
ceipt by the corporation of their par value in 
cash, and probibiting the issue of bonds in ex- 
cess of the amount of the capital of the cor- 
poration, paid in cash, would tend to relieve 
the public from excessive charges, and pre- 
serve the interests of those who have become 
the owners, in good faith and for value, of the 
shares or bonds of corporations, and would re- 
move one of the causes Of financial disturb- 
ance and depression in business.“ 

In conclusion, he gives Tilden's seacoust-de- 
fenses scheme a lift by advising the Legisla- 
ture to pass a resolution requesting Congress 
to act on the Sage’s suggestions. 

Co.tumsBus, O., Jan. 5.— Special. |—The Com- 
mittee on Elections in the House today asked 
and obtained leave to sit during tne sessions of 
the House, and left this afternoon for Cincin- 
nati, where it will take testimony in the Ham- 
ilton County tested-election cases. It is 
uncertain when it wili conclude its labors, but 
an attempt will be made to secure the report 
and a vote on the same in the House before the 
Senatorial elecaons. The wrath of the Demo- 
crats was considerabiy assuaged today when it 
was learned that the Republicans proposed 
taking no snap judgment in the Cincinnati 
cases, but merely proposed sifting to the bot- 
tom the charges of fraud that bang over the 
members of the House from that city. 

The Democratic Senators held a caucus this 
forenoon to consider the newspaper reports to 
the effect that Senator ONeill would decline to 
attend any caucus mestings. Mr. O'Neill ex- 
plained that, being President pro tem. of the 
Senate, he did not think it proper to fix things 
up in caucus and preside at the discussion of 
the same subject in the Senate. The Democrats 
are afraid of O'Neill, as it is believed that he 
will lead a bolt to unseat the Democratic Sen- 
ators me Hamilton County.

INDIANA AGRICULTURISTS, 


MEETING OF THE STATE BOARD AND EN- 
COURAGING REPORTS MADE OF THE 
WORK DONE. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 5.—[Special. ] The 
Delegate State Board of Agriculture begun its 
thirty-fourth annual meeting today. It is com- 
posed of members of the State Board and rep- 
resentatives of all tne county and district agri- 
cultural societies in the State, honorary mem- 
berships being given to the various agricultural 
associations and imetitutions. There was a 
good attendance of delegates, but a number of 
local societies was dropped from the roll be- 
cause of a lack of representation. President 
Lockhart’s annual address was of an encour- 
aging nature in several respects. The debt 
of $80,000 had been reduced to $32,000 
since he became a member of 
the association, and this notwithstanding 
that the entire amount of money drawn from 
the State in the last twelve years is not equal 
to the amount granted for one single year to 
each of our four neighboring States—Ohio, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, and lowa—for the pro- 
motion of che interests of agriculture by the 
Legisiatures of those States. President Lock- 
bart called attention to the fact that the pres 
ent State fair-grounds are too small and that it 
is impossible to secure railroad communica- 
tion with them. He therefore recommended 
that the State donate to the society the land 
it owns adjoining the Deaf and Dumb Asylum, 
to which there are excellent transportation 
tacilities, and the present grounds be sold. 
This, he thought, would give the board a new 
lease of lite and ezeslilent grounds for their 
annual exhibiuons. The report of Secretary 
Herron showed that the total receipts of the 
year had been $86,704, expenditures $24,020, in- 
cluding $2,500 for improvements, and that the 
cash on hand was $4,216 greater than it was at 
the beginning of the year. He said the work 
of the year had been carried on with less fric- 
tion and more satisfaction than ever before 
and that the year had been the most productive 
in the history of Indiana.

Annual Report of the State Rau-

Fifty-four Roads Furnish Statements 
of Earnings, Expenses, Indebted- 
ness, and General Business. 


The Mileace Greater than Any Other State 
A Good Showing from All

SPRINGFIELD, Inn., Jan. 5.—[Special.]—The 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission has just 
completed and compiled its fifteenth annual 
report of the railroads doing business in the 
State, and the report will be at once placed in 
the hands cf the printer. Ot the fifty-four 
roads in the State all have made a detailed re- 
port. These have deen condensed into thir- 
teen tables by Secretary Munson and from the 
same the following facts are obtained concern- 
ing the business of the roads: 

From these tables we find that there bave 
been but twenty-three miles of road construct- 
ed during the year, near Chicago and Rast St. 
Louis. The total length of all tracks in Iili- 
nois are claimed to be as follows: Single track, 
9,204 and 40-100 miles; double track, 464 and 
26-100 miles; sidings, 1,700 and 82-100 miles; 
making in all 11,368 and 98-100 miles. This is 
a greater number than possessed by any other 
State. A comparison of the ficures with the 
reports for other States for 1884 will show that 
Illinois has 1,728 more miles than the bighest 
numbered State, which is lowa. The aggregate 
of the main lines and branches of all roads run, 
ning into Illinois is 36,611. Last year this 
gregate was 37,059. miles. This apt arent

capital stock of the fifty roads reporting, 
including leased lines reported this year, was 
$683,141,394, being aa increase over last year 
of $16,530,668. This gives an average stock 
ay of $28,295. 
unded debt is reported at $725,696,427 
and the floating debt at $46,036,924. The ag- 
gregate of stocks, bonded, and floating debt is 
$1,454, 784,746. The aggregate cost of construc- 
tion and equipment is given at $1,369, 728,918, 
an average per mile of $61,891. The figures 
relating to the actual cost of construction and 
equipment are exceedingly difficult to ascer- 
tain, and the figures bere given are based upon 
data furnished by the roads. In this instance 
the total amount of the stock, bonds, and float 
ing debt is divided by the number of miles of 
road reported, which gives the cost per mile as 
here stated. . 
The total gross income for the year of the 
roads reporting is $194, 483,080, of which amount 
$58,334,881 is from passenger earnings and 
$134,321,069 is from freight. From other 
sources, as rentals, etc., the income was $1,827,- 
12¥. Comparative footings with the gross earn- 
ings of the report for 1884 show a shortage in 
the gross income of $15,744,988. The loss is 
divided as follows: From passenger traffic, 
$3,075,740; from freight, $8,700,681; from other 
sources, $3,968,566. The comparative results 
of earnings for the last five years are shown 
to be as foliows:

Upon a comparison of fosmer reports it is 
seen that reports from the roads this year on Ill. 
nois business are fuller than ever shown before. 
The gross earnings from IIIinois business 
amounts to $56,960,064, of which $16,086,269 
are from passengers and $38,221,262 from 
freights. From other sources, such as rent- 
als, mail service, express contracts, erc., 
$2,654,332. These figures show an increase of 
business within the State over the year 1884 of 
$573,825. The total operating expenses and 
taxes paid in Illinois during the year were $37,- 
830,760 and the aggregate gross profit on Il 
nois business was $19,680,208. Forty-four 
roads reporting show an aggregate gross profit 
of $19,685,645 and eight show an aggregate gross 
loss of $55,441. The ageregate of expenses and 
taxes is shown to be $136,548,924, being an ex- 
cess over last year of $1,830,049. 

The aggregate exhibits show that the total 
gross income of all the roads reporting was 
$209,803,849, and the total net income was 
$73,344,883. The aggregate amount of interest 
paid on the funded debt was $37,719,324, and 
on the unfunded debt, $5,700,768. For rentals 
and extraordinary expenses, $8,342,411. The 
balance applicabie to dividends, after deduct- 
ing operating expeuses, taxes, interest, rent- 
als, and extraordinary expenses, was $27,951,- 
896, against $31,348,849 for the year 1884. Ten 
companies paid dividends for 1885 amounting to 
$20,175,311, while in 1884 twelve companies 
paid dividends amounting to $23,736,708.

A LITTLE VAINGLORIOUS, 

The Minneapolis Tribune indulges in a lit- 
tle pardonable glorification of the city in 
‘which it is published, and alsd of St. Paul, 
the latter being conveniently regarded as 
either distinct from Minneapolis or an inte- 
gral part of it, according as will best serve the 
argumentin hand. It boasts that the new 
metropolitan centre (both cities) is grow 
ing up back of Chicago,” and destined ere 
long to éclipse her in those directions in 
which she has not already passed us. It 
says that jobbing interests are centering there 
to the detriment of Chicago and Eastern 
points, that the new Northwestern metropol- 
itan centre is asserting itself ina manner 
which requires the attention of the world,” 
and that its development has only begun. 

This is all very prettily put, and some of it 
is true, but the claim that Chicago is losing 
ground as a consequence of the growth of 
Minneapolis or St. Paul, or both together, 
must certainly be accepted with some grains 
of allowance. Our city has grown up be 
hind New York, and has attracted from her 
a great deal of business, but the aggregation 
of commerce and population on the seaboard 
keeps on growing nevertheless, and at a 
rather rapid rate, in spite of the defection of 
business and business-men towards this city. 
New York, with her great suburb, has at- 
tained to a population of over 2,000,000; and 
even Philadelphia, which has been described 
as having almost fallen out of the race, has 
grown to 1,000,000. So we may say that in 
the last twenty-five years, during which Min- 
neapolis has risen to the dignity of about 110,- 
000 souls, Chicago has achieved some 700,000, 
having been a quarter of a century ago barely 
at the point occupied by Minneapolis today. 
And we may regard it as probable that when 
Minneapolis has reached the size of the 
present Chicago, if she ever does so, we shall 
have scored our 2,000,000 and still find room 
to keep on growing. The sensible people of 
this city are rather pleased than otherwise 
to see the development of such centres of 
population as are located at Minneapolis and 
St. Paul. It is an evidence of our own 
legitimate growth, which depends entirely on 
that ot the country behind us, including those 
points for which may be set up the vain 
boast that they are fast passing us in the 
race. 

This, however, suggests another consider- 
ation, in which may be couched a fact hav- 
ing an important bearing on the question at 
issue. If our development strictly repre- 
sents that of the Great West which lies be- 
yond and behind us— this and nothing 
more —we are warranted in applying the 
same rule to the present and future of the 
cities which are within that region. And in 
regard to Minneapolis it may be claimed 
with truth that not only is her recent pros- 
perity of a phenomenal character—the rate 
of which is too rapid to be maintained—but 
that its limits have pretty well defined 
boundaries, which have been already sur- 
veyed, if not reached by settlement. Minne- 
apolis depends to a very large extent, if 
not exclusively, upon the handling of 
the wheat that is grown to the 
west and northwest of her mu- 
nicipality. The boundaries of that region 
are the Missouri River on the west, buta 
short distance from the Mississippi to the 
eastward, and the line of the British posses- 
sions on the north, while Duluth is already 
competing for a large part of the trade which 
it is claimed is being taken from Chicago. 
The country west of the Missouri is adapted 
to stock-growing but not for wheat-raising, 


being short of rainfall and too dry for grain 


without irrigation; while that to the north 
belongs to Canada, and its successful culti- 
vation is yet problematical on account of 
early frosts. ‘The rapid strides of Minneap- 
olis last year as a wheat centre, as measured 
against the progress of Chicago, have been 
made by virtue of facts which are not 
likely to be often repeated. The wheat crop 
in the area naturally tributary to this city 
was a bad failure, our own State, for in- 
stance, yielding scarcely a quarter as much 
as in average years, while the crop of the 
Northwest was about the best that was ever 
gathered there. But in spite of all this our 
city rolled up an increase on the previous 
year of nearly 2 per cent on the value of her 
business for the year, not being dependent 
alone on the wheat crop, though that forms 
the chief basis for the prosperity of Minneap- 
olis. That city would be prostrated by a 
failure af the spring-wheat crop parallel to 
that of last year in the winter wheat sec- 


mainstay of our commerce. We have the 


4 handling of a large part of the surplus - from 


acorn crop of some 2,000,000,000 bushels, 
and an oats crop that measures up nearly 
one-third as much, while the putting of the 
former into hogs and cattle, and the handling 
of the same, have constituted not far from 
one-half of our entire produce movefhent for 
the year, besides forfhing an important item 
in the total product of our manufacturing in- 
dustries. 

It is well to be able to look back and take 
comfort from scanning the record. It is not 
weil to count too confidently on the continu- 
ance of an extraordinary success achieved 
only by virtue of conditions which are so un- 


usual in both directions as they are in this 
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tions, while that is far from being the great 


five minutes longer than the time necessary 
to bounce them out, and they will go without 
any attempt at ceremony, accompanied by 
the public contempt. After they are gone 
the House will have been purged of fraud. 

In the Senate the case is different. The 
same frauds which elected nine Democratic 
Representatives from Hamilton County 
elected four Democratic Senators, and the 
same partisan decision of a Democratic court 
sent them there to steal and appropriate four 
Republican seats. How to dispose of them, 
however, is a problem, as the Senate has not 
amajority over and above the four frauds. 
Its majority will be made by the frauds 
themselves. Without them the Senate would 
stand seventeen Republicans to sixteen 
Democrats, but as the thieves will vote for 
each other three for one on the question of 
unseating them the Democrats will be able to 
throw nineteen votes against the seventeen 
Republicans. It is of little use to hope that 
any one of the boodle Democratic gang’s 
Senators will play honest in this matter. 
Ohio Democrats, as the Memphis Avalanche 
and other decent Democratic papers have 
more than once described them, ‘‘are the 
meanest and most contemptible thieves on 
God’s earth.” They will stand by each 
other. All the same the Republicans 
should leave no stone unturned to oust 
them. ‘They have everything in their favor 
outside of the Senate itself. They have the 
entire evidence of the frauds, which have 
not been denied. Not one of the four Dem- 
ocratic Senators from Hamilton County dis- 
putes the truth of the charge that he is bogus 
and has stolen his seat. After the inaugura- 
tion of Judge Foraker they will have the en- 
tire State Government in their possession 
and a majority of the members of the Su- 
preme Court. The Lieutenant-Governor will 
be the President of the Senate. If the Dem- 
ocratic Senators, in revenge for the ousting 
of the nine frauds out of the House, attempt 
to carry out their threat of refusing to take 
part in the joint ballot for United States 
Senator and stay away, then let the four Re- 
publicans who were honestly elected from 
Hamilton County be sworn in and the twen- 
ty-one Republican Senators join the House, 
with its fifteen Republican majority, which it 
will have when fully organized, and elect 
Mr. Sherman. If the boodlers want to make 
a fuss about it, then fight it out on that line. 
Meanwhile the four frauds in the Senate 
should never be recognized as members in 
any way by the President of the Senate or 
Republican Senaters. They come to the 
Senate frankly admitting ‘they are frauds, 
Let them be treated as such. until some 
means have been found to kick them out 
of the seats they have stolen. 


END OF THE PITTSBURG COAL-MIN- 
ERS’ LONG STRIKE. 


The 7,000 coal-miners in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict who’ have been out ona strike for be- 
tween four and five months have yielded to 
the inevitable and returned to work at the 
reduced wages previously offered. The 
average loss in wages to each miner is nearly 
$300, making a total of two millions! In 
other words the miners have lost $2,000,000 
worth of food, clothing, and other comforts 
of life which they might have obtained by 
following their usual work instead of engag- 
ing in a fruitless, wasteful, and de- 
moralizing social war. But during the 
five months of idleness the miners and 
their families used up their previous 
savings and exhausted both their personal 
credit at the stores and the funds supplied 
by the labor societies, so that the total loss 
cannot be less than $3,000,000. On the other 
hand, the proprietors have lost their time and 
trade, which has been absorbed by mines 
further down the Ohio River; their machin- 
ery, rolling-stock, barges, etc., have depre- 
ciated; and their clerks, bookkeepers, and 
other trained employés have been discharged 
or kept on the pay-rolls ata dead loss. Work 
has been resumed in the Pittsburg district 
under the disadvantage of a staggering bur- 
den, and it will be long before the miners or 
operators can make up what they have lost 
during the strike. 

The laws of Pennsylvania provide a speedy, 
inexpensive, and authoritative method for 
settling labor disputes by arbitration. The 
Knights of Laber and other organizations pe- 
titioned for the law, and it was framed in ac- 
cordance with their demands. Why, then, 
did not the coal-miners appeal to this statute 
and settle their dispute with the operators by 
arbitration? The operators claimed that 
wages must he reduced because there had 
been a falling off in the demand for coal in 
the Pittsburg district, owing to the general 
use of natural gas and the closing of so many 
iron-milis. Under the arbitration statute 
these claims could have been investigated five 
months age by competent, disinterested men 
and the controversy between the miners 
and the operators determined according to 
the facts. The arbitrators would have had 
full power to examine the books of the com- 
panies, decide just what their expenses were, 

Inquire into the condition of the coal trade at 
Pittsburg and at competing points, and then 
render a decision legally binding on both par- 
ties. ‘The fact that through five months the 
operators have stood the loss resulting from 
idleness rather than undertake to pay wages 
which the trade would not bear shows that 
their claims were true, and certainly it would 
have been better for the miners to learn the 
truth at the outset rather than inflict on 
themselves the loss and demoralization ofa 
fruitiess strike. Work has been resumed at 
the reduced rate, but it is announced that 
owing to the crippled condition of the Pitts- 
burg trade there will probably be a fur- 
ther reduction of wages in the spring. 

However disastrous a strike may prove, 


one is hardly ended betore another must be 
f 


to convince the heterogeneous foreign-born 
workmen of many European tongues and 
nationalities in the United States that a 
dollar saved is as good as a dollar earned. 
They strike for higher wages when the 
market makes such a result impossible, but 
put forth no effort to increase the purchasing 
power of their money by the codperative 
methods so successfully employed in England. 
There is no other cause which inflicts so 
much injury on business in this country as 
ill-conceived and ill-conducted labor strikes. 
Asarule, they benefit no one and injure 
labor and capital alike. 


Tue Toronto Globe presents a fearful in- 
dictment against the present Tory Adminis- 
tration of Canada. Its figures show that the 
deficit last year was $4,701,241; that the an- 
nual expenditure on account of the debt has 
been increased by $2,980,716, and the control- 
lable expenditure by $6,508,362; that the 
number of employés in the departments has 
been doubled to make room for partisans; 
that enormous sums of money have been 
paid out on petty jobs to favorits; that over 
$16,000,000 has been paid out in subsidies 
to railroads for the sake of getting votes; 
that of the fifty-two Tory members from On- 
tario in the House of Commons there are but 
five who can afford to cast an honest vote; 
that immense sums of money have been 
wasted in the control of licenses and the 
despolling of public territory, a square 
mile of timber limits having been 
sold to Tory favorites for $5 and 
mineral areas in the same manner. It also 
| gives a list of thirty-three Tories who have 
received no less than 1,088,000 acres of pub- 
lic lands, and thirty-three more who have re- 
ceived permits to cut timberon them. Asan 
instance of the wholesale grabbing, it says: 
The Hon. John Costigan, Minister of In- 
land Revenue, did not think it inconsistent 
to secure for himself fifty square miles, and 
so he promptly makes the haul.” Stealing 
on such an extensive scale as this by a Govern- 
ment which hangs half-breeds because they 
ask for enough land to make them a home- 
stead, and when they are denied take uparms 
to secure it, does not look very consistent, to 
say the least. A Government which despoils 
its own people and then hangs them for re- 
sisting certainly stands in need of a large 
measurg of reform—such a reform as will 
wipe it out altogether. 


SenaToR VAN Wrcx’s bill for the 
organization of the Territory of Oklahoma ” 
has some peculiar features. It provides for 
a Governor, Secretary, District Judge, Mar- 
shal, ete., but no Legislature, and no repre- 
sentation in Congress until the President sees 
fit to call elections, The land ceded to the 
United States by the Creeks and Seminoles, 
together with the public land strip, is de- 
clared part of the public domain, and the 
President is directed to appoint a commission 
consisting of two army officers and three per- 
sons now in the service of the Land and In- 
dian Divisions of the Interior Department to 
procure the assignment of lands in severalty 
to the Indians and the purchase of the re- 
linguished and unoccupied portions by the 
United States. Any agreements made by 
the commission require ratification by Con- 
gress. It is made a misdemeanor to settle 
on lands with the expectation of afterwards 
acquiring title. Homestead settlement only 
is permitted, and none of the lands are to be 
sold by the Government. No commutation 
is to be allowed, nor will the provisions of 
the Preémption, Timber-Culture, or Desert- 
Land acts apply to Oklahoma. It is made 
part of the fundamental law that 6 per cent 
shall be the legal rate of interest, and all 
contracts calling for a greater amount are de- 
clared void. The act of. Congress providing 
a land-grant for the Atlantic & Pacific Rail- 
road through Oklahoma is declared null and 
void. Nothing in the act is to be construed 
as interfering with the government of the 
Indian tribes as now authorized by law. The 
bill provides a number of radical changes in 
the method of organizing new Territories,

GLADSTONE’S AMERICAN TOUR. 

London, Jan. 5.—Late last mouth Mr. John 
Jennings, who is connected with a London 
news agency which supplies the American 
press with much English news, wrote a letter 
to Mr. Gladstone, inviting him to visit Amer- 
ica, The letter assured Mr. Giadstone that he 
would be received in America with the bearti- 
est welcome, and even ventured to express the 
idea that a personal investigation of the work- 
ings of the Constitution of the United States 
on the part of Mr. Gladstone would be pro- 
ductive of most important results, such 
results as no amount of reading would 
enable bim to attain. Such investiga- 
tion, it was suggested, would enable him to 
deal with the question of home rule for Ire 
lau afar greater degree of canfidence. 
The letter further stated that Americans gen- 
erally believed that Mr. Gladstone was the only 
man able to grapple successfully with this 
question. In substantiation of this statement, 
a dispatch from New York to that effect was 
inclosed in the letter, A reply to this letter 
has just been received from Mr. Giadstone. It 
is as foliows: 


HAWARDEN, Jan. 4.—DEAR sin: I do not regard 
such an invitation as you transmitted to me the 23d 
otherwise than as an incident requiring my best 
consideration for a chance that reflection might 
open to me some way of compliance. I am sorry, 
however, to report that Ihave not been able to 
arrive at this result. My physical strength is not 
such as would permit me to undertake a voyage to 
America, and the imperative demands of my time 
and thought in connection with the present state of 
political affairs allow no intermissjon of attention. 
rhe invitation itself, however, €6nstitutes a new 
tie of feeling with America. I shall ever remem- 
ber it with thankful acknowledgment; while the 
knowledge that so many friendly eyes are watching 
the course of events in this country with reference 
to Ireland will bea new incentive to the perform- 
ance of a patriotic and philanthropic duty. I re-

— The Cable News correspond- 
ent at Berlin has been authorized to deny the 
report that arrangements have been made for 
a meeting in Galicia next autumn of Emperor 
William of Germany, Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria, and Czar Alexander of Russia.

LEOPOLD VON RANKE. 

BERLIN, Dec. 21.—About a fortnight ago the 
readers of the Times were told with what fiat- 
tering accompaniments there was celebrated in 
Berlin the 70th birthday of Adolph Menzel, 


princeps;”’ but the pomp of that cocasion was 
outshone today by the circumstances which 
greeted Leopold von Ranke, the Altmeister.“ 
as he is called, of German historians, on the 
completion of his 90th year. It is now forty- 
five years ago since Macaulay wrote that 
famous essay which first brought the 
name of Ranke prominently before the 
people of England, and the author 
of the “History of the Popes” is 
still jn the vigorous enjoyment of those 
wonderful powers of mind which Macaulay de- 
clared to be “fitted both for minute researches 
and for large speculations.” To what extent 
Leopold von Ranke has turned to account this 
intellectual capacity of his may be judged 
from the balf-hundred various volumes, or 
thereabouts, in which he has incorporated the 
results of his historical inquiries in almost 
every political and national field; and the 
nonagenarian historian is still adding to this 
imposing library at the regular rate of one 
ponderous volume per year. In 1880, 
when every one thought. that Ranke 
bad determined to rest on his well-won 
laurels, out came the first volume of 
his “ Welt-Geschichte,” or Universal History. 
He looked upon his previous labors as mere 
preliminary note-taking for this, and ever since 
then his birthday bas been regularly preceded 
by the issue of a new volume, in continuation 
of this undertaking—one that may well inspire 


and equally ds learned. True again to the nick 
of time, out, I say, came the sixth volume of 
Ranke's Welt-Geschichte” yesterday—a vol- 
ume which, dealing with the conflicts between 
the Popes and the Emperors, brings bis narra- 
tive up to the end of the Carlovingian period. 
It was meet, therefore, that he should present 
a copy of this section of his work to the Ger- 
man Crown Prince, who at the head of a 
stream of friends and admirers had this morn- 
ing toiled up the four flights of stairs which 
separate the historian’s simple and Spartan- 
Ice retreat from the solid ground in the 
Louisen strasse. Heartily did the Crown 
Prince embrace the nonagenarian historian—a 
little, unimposing, and hermit-looking old man, 
with bald head and waving beard; but the 
Crown Prince was also the bearer of bis im- 
perial father’s congratulations, which were 
embodied in a most gracious autograph mis- 
sive, accompanied by a life-size portrait of his 
Majesty, beautifully framed. The bistorian’s 
own works, said the Emperor, would be his im- 
perishable monument: 

The fame of your name has passed beyond the 
bounds of your Fatherland, and the German nation 
may be proud of owning such a man of science as 
you. What touches me in particular is the recol- 
lection of the approved loyalty and devotion with 
which you have made the bistory of Monarchy the 
object of your exhaustiveresearch. . Mind- 
ful, therefore, of such conspicuous merits, by 
which you have won the lasting gratitude of my 
house, I feel impelied to convey to you my most 
sincere congratulations on this your day of honor, 
and to ask you, as a special mark of my favor, to 
accept the accompanying portrait of myself. May it 
always help you to realize the feeling of apprecia- 
tion and friendliness with which you will continue 
to be followed on your further life-road by your 
grateful King. WiILEELM. 

The historian was gratified with a similar 
letter from the Empress (conveyed to him by 
the bands of a Lieutenant-General), in which 
her Majesty thanked him in these words: 

For the high value of the gift which you have 
presented to the Fatherland and its coming gene- 
rations, and with all Germany, I am proud of being 
able to call you one of us. 

Close upon the heels of this imperial mes- 
senger followed the bearer of a written con- 
gratulation signed by the whole of the Prussian 
Ministry of State, including Prince Bismarck; 
and then the historian’s modest and book- 
filed dwelling was invaded by a crowd of 
varied felicitators, who pushed their way up- 
stairs with a hero-worshiping eagerness re- 
minding one of the theatre-besieging throng 
described by Goethe in the prolog to Faust 
as ‘surging, équeezing, jamming as at a baker's 
door in time of famine.“ 

Certainly the Germans are a people who do 
not tail in reverence for their great ones, be 
they men of action or men of thought; but for 
the latter class 1 think they have almost an 
especial weakness. Hymns were chanted from 
an invisible choir as the Alt-Meister of Germen 
bistorians stood to receive the addresses of the 
various academic, civil, and other deputations 
which poured into his presence. In our Fa- 
ther’s kingdom,” said Prof. Mommsen, on be- 
half of the historical section of the academy, 
“in our Father’s kingdom were many prov- 
indes; but Ranke ruled in them all as did no 
other. It was no less touching than incredi- 
ble to hear Prof. von Sybel, aman approach- 
ing his 70th year, present his congratulations 
as the “youngest pupil” of Leopold von 
Ranke: while among the sackfuls of letters 
and telegrams that arrived was one from the 
King of Wirtemberg, who called bimseif one 
of your former pupils.“ Having listened, 
standing, to all his felicitators, the venerable 
Alt-Meister sat down and discoursed for nearly 
an hour to those about bimon the early events 
of this eventful century—truly a rare and 
touching sight.

: THE EASTERN CRISIS. 
NEGOTIATIONS FOR A RECONCILIATION BE- 
TWEEN PRINCE ALEXANDER AND THE 


CZAR. 

Vienna, Dec. 21.—The following communi 
cation has reached me touching the present 
state of the negotianons for a reconciliation 
between Prince Alexander and the Czar: 


Prince Alexander is willing to perform some act 
of submission towards the Czar, but lays down as 
an absolute condition that he shall be restored to 
hi. former rank in the Russiun army. He main- 
tains that the reports from M. Kolander whieh 
caused his dismissal from the Russian army, and 
notably the allegation that he used offensive words 
about the Russian officers who had been in his serv- 
ice, are now known at St. Petersburg to have been 
either willfully untrue or absurdly incorrect. M. 
Kolander is not to be sent back to Sopha, and though 
tite fact of his being appointed to Athens thows 
that the Russian Government takes a lenient view 
of bis erroneous reports, yet the Prince 
argues as there is an implied admis- 
sion of M. Kolander’s errors in his recall from 
Sophia, the Russian Government is bound in fair- 
ness to order a reinvestigation into the charges 
which caused bim (the Prince) to be unjustly pun- 
ished. Solicitations have been addressed to the 
Prince, both from Vienna and Berlin, to make a 
first step towards Car. but his Highness re- 
mains firm in the position that the first step. being 
an act of reparation, must come from the Czar. 

On his side, ther Car continues to feel deeply 
offended from the dellef that when the Prince 
saw M. de Giers at Franzensbad he was already 
aware that there would shortly be a revolution at 
Philippopolis,and that he, in fact»deceived M. de 
Giers. Prince Alexander, m letters to the r 
and the Emperor of Austria, bas denied this, and 
the Emperor of Austria has taken his word. The 
Czar has, however, up to the present refused to do 
so. It has been stated in some quarters that the 
Empress of Russia has been interceding in Prince 
Alexanders benaif, but this unfortunately is not 
the case. While there was a chance Prince 
Alexander might be overthrown or deposed her 
Majesty was much imterested in the prospect of 
ber brother, Prince Waldemar, succeeding to the 
Buigarian throne, aod her influence was certainly 
never exerted in Prince Alexander's favor. It 
may be that from political reasons a modus vivendi 
will be shortly established between the Russian 
ts, and that the Prince's 


canceled under a mistaken impression, but any- 
thing like a personal reconciliation between the 
Czar ana the Bulgarian Prince is as yet very far 
from being accomplished.

Singing, Acting, Scenery, and a Grand 
Ballet Delighted a Vast 
Audience. 


Theodore Thomas Aooorded @ Most En- 
thusiastic ReceptionNews- 
paper Comment. 


New York, Jan. 5.—[Special. |The morning 
papers devoted a large share of their space to 
reviews.of the first performance of the Amer- 
ican opera company at the Academy of Music 
last night. The Herald says: 

American opera asa musical débutante was in- 
troduced to society, fashionabie and artistic, at the 
Academy of Music, when “The Taming of the 
Shrew” opened the season. The début was under 
the immediate chaperonage of Mrs. F. B. Thurber, 
Mrs. August Belmont, Mrs. William . Blodgett, 
Mra. Richard Irvin Jr, Mrs. Thomas 
W. Ward, and other women of fashion. 
In spite of rain and wWw the ranks 
of society and the diés of art turned out in force 
to crowd the Academy of Music. Everybody real- 
ized that it was an extraordinary night. Even 
though at the Metropolitan Opera-House German 
opera had attracted a large part of society, the ef- 
fect was not noticeable judging from the appearance 
of the academy, for every box was filled. Mr. The- 
odore Thomas was greeted with applause upon his 
appearance. The audience Was sympathetic 
throughout, constantly rewarding the rts of the 
artists with rounds of hearty applause. 
The curtain was raised several’ times at 
the end of the acts. The scenery of 
the Gret act, painted by Mr. Hawley, was one of the 


most beautiful pieces yet witnessed upon the local 


stage. The sets which followed were effective, 
but not so good. The chorus consisted of 
fresh voices and fresh faces, too: each 
of these was attired as picturesquely and 
no less sumptuously than the principal singers. 
When judged by their costumes sione, they looked 
indeed as if to the manner born. 

Mme. L’ Allemand, as Katherine, was the shrew 
evéry inch, and acted the part very weil. 
But vocally she did not seem in her element. 
Hers is a high soprano voice which is heard to par- 
ticular advantage in muste of the florid order. 
In the duet with Petruchio in the second act, how- 
ever, and in the last act, where she bad an oppor- 
tunity to display her lovely high notes, she did so 
with charming effect. Her impersonation, as a 
whole, was marked, by Snish and unflagging 
spirits. 

Mies Bensberg was a pretty and gentle Bianca, 
and sang delightfully. The male singers were in- 
ferior to the women, who sustained the leading 
characters. 

In the third act the action was interrupted by a 
large and well-trained ba let, which danced to che 
musicof Rubinstein’s magnificent * Bai Costume.“ 
Unpardonabie, musically or not, the ballet was en- 
joyed by the delighted house, and the exceedingly 
pretty-faced, hand ly-costumed girls danced 
themselves into the good graces of the spectators 
in no time. 

WHAT THE “TIMES” SAYS. 

The Times says: 

The season of the American opera company 
opened at the Academy of Music this evening be- 
fore a large, brilliant, and friendly assemblage. 
The initial opera was Herman Goetzs's Tamms of 
the Shrew,’’ which has for nearly twelve years 
held a distinguished place in the repertory 
of German opera-houses, but which das 
hitherto been unknown to audiences on 
this side of the Atlantic. The opera isan adapta- 
tion of Shakspeare’s play of the same hame, made 
familiar on the American stage through the 
abridgment entitled ‘Katherine and Petruchio.’’ 
Musically the work is a comic opera of the Wagner-

jan school, and bas a speaking fellow- 
ship with “Die Meistersinger.”” Extreme 
‘Wagnerites will find much in the Tam 


ing of the Shrew’’ to fll them with de- 
light. Yet there are graceful passages in the 
work, full of melody, treated with musicianly skili 
inboth the vocal and instrumental parts. The 
strongest scene in the opera is that between Kath- 
erine and Petruchio in the second act. This scene 
is full of fine, flowing music, and has climaxes 
charged with strength and passion. 

The performance this evening moved with «a 
smoothness and precision which told of long and 
careful rehearsal. Mme. Pauline L’ Allemand, the 
Katherine of the occasion, displayed a charming 
person and excellent command of acting. Her 
method is commendable, and she saug with taste. 
judgment, and occasional flashes of genuine 
strength. Unfortunately as much eannot be said of 
all the other principals. Mr. W. H. Lee. the 
Petruchio, possesses a very light baritene voice, 
and by no means enough power for the require- 
ments of leading réles in grand opera. His acting 
was strange and uncomfortable. Miss Kate Bens- 


berg, the Bianca, bas a light 80- 
prano voice of small range, and sang 
with but moderate effectiveness. Mr. W. 


H. Hamilton, the Baptiste, a basso familiar to the 
Chicago public in comic opera, sang his music with 
force and judgment, acted with humor, and enun- 
ciated the text with enjoyable distinctness. Mr. 
John Howson imparted some comedy to the smal! 
part of the tailor. The opera was presented in 
an admirable manner in respect of chorus, ballet. 
scenery, and costumes. Indeed. the ballet aroused 
the warmest enthusiasm of the evening. The 
scenery was all new and well painted, while the 
costumes were rich, handsome, and tasteful. The 
orchestra was admirable, and its work throughout 
the evening was almost flawless. The foundations 
of a successful opera company were there. 


THE “SUN” THOUGHT IT GRAND, 
The Sun says; 


The house was a grand one. Bverybody was 
there; the lights flashed on long rows of sparkling 


diamonds and smooth shoulders that made 
the circular strings of 8 look le 
new and startiing rainbows. It Was a scene 


to make St. Mapleson, the patron of. Italian 
opera, toss to and fro in his little cot and send 
orders for a halo with a deep mourning band at- 
tached. The performance ended at 11:40 o'clock. 
The singers were called out tw and 
then there were loud shouts of Thomas, 
“Thomas.” The curtain went up i twice 
again, and there was more bowing by the singers. 
The yells for Thomas grew. wilder, and when 
the curtain rose for the fifth time Mr. Thomas 
was there, smiling and bowing 60 as to show his 
bald spot. He was greeted with prolonged cheer— 
ing until he disappeared, covered with glory. 

The performance was marked by that vivacity of 
action and natural quickness of sympathetic re- 
sponse which is ‘characteristically American, and 
in the end cannot fail to be one of the chief ele- 
ments of its success. In addition, there was woven 
through all the minor details a strain of 
artistic feeling that showed the impulse of an ap- 
preciative intelligence of the hightest order. 
There was admirabie background to the entire set- 
ting. Even the quality of the Voices in the 
chorus is fresher and more resonant than we 
have been accustomed to hear within those 
walls, and it has a mellow, rich tone that has been 
and can be used to most excellent purpose. Add 
to this much luxury of new gowns, and costume. 
and stage setting, and we have the proof that the 
management intend to furnish an ensemdle that 
will vie with any other. 

Mme. Pauline Allemand has an excellent stage 
presence, acted with remarkable spirit, and dis- 
played fine art in her singing, though her voice 
lacks somewhat in breadth and volume. Mr. 


Hamilton sang the buffo part of 
Baptiste with commendable merit, and 
W. Lee, baritone, made an excellent 


impression as Petruchie, rendering the various 
numbers of the part with feeling and a fine apopre- 
ciation of the music. Miss Bensberg, Mr. fessen- 
den, and Mr. Stoddard were ale in the cast. It 
may be questioned bow far the ballet music of 
another composer should be interpolated in an 
opera, but that point cannot detract from the 
charm of Rubinstein's Bal Costume music, which 
is introduced in the third act. por from the grace 
of the dancers. Mile. Gillert and her admirabie 
confréres, Mile. Carazzi and Mile. Vio, are 
ail admirable dancers. The poetry of the 
art of the coryphee and the charm of graceful pose 
and movement found in them admirabie exponents, 
and our American ballet- school scholars can take 
excellent lessons from their lightness and smooth 
finish in their performance. 

Of the orchestral work little need be said. The 
perfection of execution that Mr. Thomas has so 
long demanded of bis orchestra was evident last 
evening in every passage and phrase, and went 
far toward making the frst 
the unequivocal success

The Useless Waste of Time and 
Labor Required in Diplomatic 
Ceremonials. 


Letters from Royalty Formally Re- 
ceived and Dumped in the 
Waste-Basket. 


Why the Picture of the Bey of Tunis Was 
Turned Face to the Wall- Diplo- 
matic Boors and Brutes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 1.—|Special Corre- 
Spondence;|—Witbin afew days a messenger 
at the State Department will announce to Sec 
retary Bayard that the Spanish Minister is in 
réadiness to confer with him. and that be bears 
a ceremonial letter from her Royal Highness 
Christina, Regent of Spain. Upon receiving 
this message the Secretary will enter the diplo- 
mati reception-room at the east end and 
await the arrival of the Spanish Minister and 
his suite. These people, some half-dozen in 
number, will have been waiting meanwhile in 
the diplomatic ante-room. The Spanish Min- 
ister, who will be decked out in all the para- 
phernalia of his rank and office, will enter at 
the west door. The moment he is fairly witbin 
the room he will make a profound bow in the 
direction of the Secretary, who by this time 
will ‘be standing. The diplomatic reception- 
room is quite long. and the Spanish Minister 
will begin a trip from his end of it to the neigh- 
borhood of where the Secretary is standing. 
At every seeond step he will stop and make a 
low obeisance. Finally he is so near the Secre- 
tary that only a long table separates them. 
He then makes his last and most protound 
bow. In this effort it is astruggle between bis 
feet and his nose to see how near they can get 
to each other. The Minister then remarks: 

It is a fine day, Mr. Secretary.” 

If this is the truth—and it probably is—the 
fact isso patent that there will be no cause 
for argument. He will then say: 

“Mr. Secretary, I bold a letter from my 
august sovereign, ber Royal Highness Chris- 
tina, Regent of Spain, announcing the death 
of our great and good sovereign, Alfonso XII.“ 

The Secretary will reach forth his hand and 


take the letter, which will be sealed in an 
elaborate envelope and bear tne great seal of 
Spain. The Minister will then begin the retreat 
to the door at which be entered in the same 
elaborate manner in which be advanced. He 
‘will walk backwards and bow frequently until 
the door closes behind bim. 
CHUCKED IN THE WASTE-BASKET. 

When be bas passed out the Secretary will 

touch the electric bell at his side and when 


the colored messenger responds he will point 
to the great ceremonial envelope and simply 


The great letter will then go to the clerk 
who has such matters in charge, the great of- 
ficial envelope will be torn open and thrown 
into the waste-basket, ana the letter, without 
a line of it being read, wiil be pigeonholed. 

"These ceremonial letters are all alike. By a 
few slight changes in phraseology a letter sent 
eight years ago announcing the birth of one of 
Cristina s daughters would do just as well as 
the one that will be delivered by the Spanish 
Minister. It is an occasion of ceremony and 
form only. There is no heartin it. The same 
sort of a letter, with the same wording, is sent 
to all the natious where Spain is represented. 
The one to the Secretary will begin somewhat 
as follows: 

To the Great and Good Secretary of State, United 
States, America: The Regent of Spain sends greet- 
ing and prays to the Great God and the Holy Virgin 
that you may have iong lite. etc. 

All this time the writer may be hoping that 
the person who gets the letter may die before 
he gets through reading it. But such is 
diplomacy. 

The diplomatic rooms are very interesting of 
themseives. The first thing that strikes one’s 
attention on entering the ante-room is a large, 
highiy-colored, full-sized painting of the Bey 
of Tunis. This is a historical picture, and 
there are several very interesting incidents 
connected withit. Many years ago, when the 
treaty was concluded with Tunis, as is common 
in such instances this country sent presents 
to the Bey—-sewing-machines, rifles, and some 

Improved farming utensils. The Bey could 
not tuink of-anytting better to send to this 
country than a painting of himself with his 
war paint on. Hence this picture. The 
august monarch is bedecked with jewels and 
‘various regaiia. At his side hangs his crescent- 
Shaped sword, and on his bead is the turban 
crown of Mohammed Ali. Of course, the paint- 
ing as a Work of art is flat and ridiculous in 
—— ways, but it is pretty good for Tunis 

all.

CITY LABOR COMPLICATIONS. 


A MOVEMENT TO BOYCOTT THE FAIRBANK 
CANNING COMPANY—MAXWELL BROS.’ AF- 
FAIRS—A LUNCH HOUR STRIKE. 

It was stated last night that a boycott had 
been put on the Fairbank Canning Company's 
beef by the Knights of Labor. The facts in 
the case were stated to be as follows: 

The Fairbank Canning Company, when they 
received the contract of 2,200,000 pounds of 
beef for the French army, asked for bids for 
the contract to make the boxes in which the 
cans which bold the beef were to be packed. 
Among the bids were one from the Soper Lum- 
ber Company, which employs ten non-union 
men, and one from a shop employing union 
labor only. Although both bids came to al- 
most the same amount, the canning company 
favored Soper & Co., and this firm is to begin 
on the contract in about aweek. A committee 
ot the Knights of Labor called on the Fairbank 
Canning Company yesterday and asked that 
the contract be withdrawn from Soper & Co. 
and given to the other shop. They were told 
that the contract was to stay where it was, and 
80 a boycott was ordered on all of their beef. 
It was claimed by the Knights of Labor that 
when Soper & Co. begin to work on their con- 
tract there will be a strike, ana the firm will 
be left with this large contract on their bands, 

Yesterday was a miserabie day for the strik- 
ers at Maxwell's box manufactory, the snow- 
storm and the cold keeping some of the men at 
home, while the majority sought refuge in the 
neighboring saloons. Maxwell Bros. bad in- 
creased their force by a few more men and had 
all the saws running. It was intended to start 
the nailing machines yesterday afternoon, but 
the men at work in the factory are not quite 
prepared for them, and they may be run to- 
day. The strikers said that John Graves, the 
non-union man who was assaulted last night, 
and who, they said, was a sawyer and the only’ 
trained practical workman in the shop, quit 
work. The Maxwells denied this and said 
Graves bad to attend court yesterday, but had 
notified them that he would be at the factory 
this morning. Neither the strikers nor the 
Maxweiils show any signs of a compromise, 
and it Seems to be a case of freeze-out. 

The statement in yesterday's TRIBUNE to the 
effect that Mr. Mullen, the vessel-owner, was 
backing Maxwell Bros., and that they owed 
him $40,000, is said to be untrue. It is claimed 
that Mullen has nothing to do whatever with 
the finances of the firm. He simply bad a 
triendly talk with the strikers, and this led to a 
supposition that he was negotiating with them. 

About twenty boys employed at Ware Bros. 
struck at noon yesterday for higber wages. 
They were told they Gould either resume work 
or quit, and they defided to resume. This 
„Strike lasted during the lunch hour. 

Mr. Hair of Hair & Ridgway said; “We au- 
ticipate no trouble whatever, and should not 
like to have a strike among our men, because 
we have large orders on band and are very 
busy. But our men are well satisfied with the 
way things are running and will notstrike. We 
have had one machine running in our shop the 
last three or four years, but only use it off 
large orders of at least 1.000 boxes. The pre- 
paring of the machinery would not pay to 
make less than 1,000 boxes, as we could have 
that many made by hand almost before the 
machine was ready. The expense of a ma- 
chine is about $4 per day for one man and two 
boys. A machine can turn out between 1,000 
and 1.200 horse- nail boxes per day, while a 
good workman turns out about 200, at one 
cent apiece.”’ 

The Boxmakers’ Association, which includes 
in its membership all the box manufacturers 
of the city, agreed at a meetmg held at the 
Sherman iast night to stand by Maxwell 
Brothers and furnish them such aid in filling 
orders and otherwise as will place them ina 
posftion to maintain without serious loss 
their contest with the strikers. This action 
became necessary Owing to the critical place 
several of the manufacturers who are running 
the objectionable machines in union shops 
would be placed by a victory of the anion at 
the Maxwell shop. 

Regarding the status of the strike H. M. 
Maxwell stated that the firm considers it virt- 
ually over. The new men will be put on piece 
work Monday the same as hitherto, but with a 
probable advance in wages. They were at first 
somewhat slower than the old men, but were 
rapidly improving in this respect, and would 
be able to fill the orders satisfactorily. As the 
shop was full of men, Mr. Maxwell said he be- 
lieved he was right in saying that the strike 
was over. 


SOCIETY FOR PSYCHICAL RESEARCH 


FIRST ANNUAL MEETING—AAUNTED HOUSES 
AND THOOGHT TRANSMISSION. 

The first annual meeting of the Western So- 
ciety for Psychical Research was held last even- 
ing at the Sherman House for the purpose of 
electing five new members of the council to 
hold office until 1889 and to receive the annual 
report ofthe Treasurer. The following mem- 
bers were elected to the council: Dr. B. Bett- 
man, Dr. J. H. Etheridge, F. A. Nims, E. E. 
Crepin, and J. B. Young. The election of an 
auditor resulted in the choice of Mr. 0. 

The report of the Treasurer, 

E. Woodhead, showed that 
the receipts of the society from 
last June were $250, and the expenditures $250. 
Prof. Rodney Weich of the Committee on 
Haunted Houses reported that he had found 
many houses of this description in Chicago, 
but be had encountered a decided objection 
from the owners or agents to having the condi- 
tion of affairs known. In two inétances he 
bad obtained permission to visit the bouses at 
some future time and piace persons there for 
the purpose of watching the premises. In 
several other cases this permission bad been 
refused. The desire of many owners 
of houses reputed to be haunted ap- 
peared to be to let the rumors in 
relation thereto die out by allowing them to 
remain unoccupied. Prof. Weich thought that 
some of the real-estate men in Chicago were 
in collusion for the purpese of refusing to 
allow any person connected with the society to 
make any investigation of the phenomena. 
He expected soon to be able to visit, or depute 
some person to visit, a bouse in Waukegan 
which is reported as being haunted. The 
Speaker said that be had advertised sev- 
eral times for haunted bouses, and 
had received numerous answers, bu 
he had not yet had an opportunity 
to investigate the houses in question He had 
concluded that when a house was next report- 
ed to him as being haunted he would rent it 
for a short time if the price demanded was 
reasonsbie, and then conduct an investigation 
at leisure. 

Another member of the society spoke in 
relation to thought transference, and gave an 
iliustration which bad come to his knowledge. 
He said that a woman whom he knew was sit- 

ting in a room at her residence a few days ago 
witb her 4-year-old child. The child asked for 
a drink of water, but the mother did not get up 
irom her seat for the purpose of answering the 
request for a few moments, owing to a severe 
pain in the region of her heart. When she got 
up for the purpose of getting the water the 
thought entered her mind “I hope I bave not 
got neuraigia ot the heart,’’ but she did not 
give expression to her thought in speech. 
When she returned to the room with the glass 
of water the child whispered to her the words: 
„ Mamma—neurailgia of the heart.” The child 
bad never heard these words spoken and was 
entirely too young to understand their mean- 
4 veral other members related instances 
of thought transmission. Ax effort will be 
made to secure the attendance of a Mrs.

LOCAL POLITICS. 


The SmitH-Harrison Contest at a 
Standstill—Counsel Await- 
ing Orders. 


Kasparek Will Have a Recount of 
Sixth Ward Ballots, as No 
One Objected. 


Mr. Pence’s Brief in Support of the Eleo- 
tion Law— The Iroquois Eleo- 
tion. 


The Mayoralty contest remains in the same 
state as before. Neitner side is moving in 
the matter. It was said yesterday that Mr. 
Green bud decided to sever his connection 
with the case. But Mr. Jewett was not noti- 
fied of any such intention yesterday, and Mr. 
Green himself said he had formed no such de- 
cision, but was quietly waiting for instructions 
from the Contest Committee. Mr. Jewett bas 
not done anything to ascertain the views of 
his associates on the Contest Committee. 
Neither bas Mr. Carpenter called a meeting of 
the Finance Committee, and he is not likely to 
do so until their advice is asked by Mr. Jewett. 
The other side are ill speaking. of going into 
court and asking for a hearing of the case, but 
they have not done anything tuwards this end. 

MR. KASPAREK’S CASE. 

No opposition was made to the motion of 
Wenzl Kasparek’s attorneys inthe County 
Court yesterday morning to allow the Oity 
Clerk to turn over to the Election Committee 
of the Council the ballots of the Sixth Ward 
cast at the election last spring. Mr. Kraus 
stated his motion soon after the opening of 
court, and went through a short explanation of 
the circumstances. He said Kasparek had rea- 


son to believe that he was auly elected and had 

titioned the City Council for arecount. The 

lection Committee had been authorized to 
proceed with the recount, but the City Clerk 
did not consider himself justified in turning 
over the ballots to the committee or in any way 
to let them be removed out of his 
custody. They had been placed in his custody 
by the court, and the court was therefore 
asked to give access to them. Mr. Story said 
he would not object to having the yeti er 
opened and the ballots counved, but it should 
be done with proper safeguards, so a8 not to 
impair the value of the documents as evidence 
in the Mayoralty contest. Mr. Green was not 
present to make any remarks. Judge Prender- 
rast said it was hardly necessary to make any 
new order in the matter, but as the contestant, 
Kasparek, desired it and it could do no harm 
to keep on the safe side he would enter the 
order as prayed for. The order was according- 
ly entered, with the proviso that the ballots 
should be returned to the City Clerk's custody. 
Mr. Green afterwards gave his consent to the 
order. No time has been fixed yet for com- 
mencing the recount. 

IN SUPPORT OF THE NEW LAW. 

In the quo warranto and injunction proceed- 
ings, in which an appeal bas been taken to the 
Supreme Court of Lilinois to test the constitu- 
tionality of the recent Election law, Rosenthal 
& Pence have submitted a printed argument 
of 113 pages in support of the validity 
of the statute. After premising chat 
no statute however just in its gen- 
eral bearings can be so framed as 
never to work injustice in individual cases, 
the attorneys go oa to consider the several ob- 
jections to the law. These are chiefly three: 
That the statute is local or special; that any 
law making jregistration a condition of the 
rigbt of suffrage contravenes the Constitution 
of the State; and that an election under the 
new régime will not be * free and equal.“ 

First—The enemies of the new law claim 
that it is local because it only prevails where 
adopted by vote. In reply to this position a 
large number of authorities are cited in which 
it is held that a law is not special because it 
does not operate upon all individuals alik 
provided it does operate on all persons in 1i 
situation and upon all persons who are brought 
within the relations provided for by it. 

Secondliy—The chief objection to the law 
arises from Art. VII of the Constitution, which 
assures the right to vote to every adult male 
citizen who shall bave resided in the State one 
year, in the county ninety days, and in the 
eleetion district thirty days. It is alleged that 
if a man who falls within this description is 
rejected at the polis because he has not regis- 
tered the right guaranteed by the Constitution 
is nullified. To this it is replied that 
certain reguiations must of necessity 
be made which the Constitution does not 
specify. For instance, a voter must 
attend at the polis, yet the Constitution does 
not limit the right of suffrage to those who at- 
tend at the polls. What difference exists in 
principle, it is asked, between this and a regis- 
try law? The only question can be whether 
the restricuon is one which ought to be im- 
posed, and when the Legislature has decided 
that a certain regulation is reasonable it does 
pot lie with the courts to revise that decision. 
Liberty must be regulated, and jt is as compe- 
tent to fix a day for registration as to fix aday 
for voting. 

Thirdly—*“* All elections shall be free and 
equal.“ With reference to such a provision 
Judge Agnew has seid: No human law can 
devise a system of perfect equality. That elec- 
tion 1s free and equal when all the qualified

THE GRATZ JEWELRY SALE, 


ADDITIONAL FACTS ABOUT THE TRANSAC- 
TION—GRATZ SAID TO HAVE GONE TO 
TEXAS. 

The sale of the stock and good-will of the 
wholesale jewelers’ firm of J. 8. Gratz & Co., 
No. 175 Madison street, to Shakman & Lowen- 
bach, No. 210 Madison street, occasioned a 
good deal of discussion in business circles yes- 
terday, the circumstances of the transaction 
being somewhat peculiar. It was ascertained 
by a TRIBUN®S reporter yesterday that the spe- 
cial dispatch from New York conveying the 
first information on the subject was correct as 
farasit went. Some additional information 
about the matter will, however, prove not un- 
ipteresting. 

Shakman & Lowenbach, who admitted in an 
interview having paid $9,000 for the business 
to Gratz, said yesterday that no New York cred- 
itors of the latter bad been heard of bere so far. 
Mr. Shakman added that when Gratz bought out 
Grundling & Schmidt be became sole owner, 
the Co.“ in his firm name being merely nom- 
inal. Fred W. Sehmidt was retained by him as 
an empioyé, though, and sent on the road to 
work up trade. This he knew positively, Mr. 
Shakman said, because his bill of sale made by 
Gratz stated there was no other partner. 
After paying Gratz $9,000 cash, be bad paid 
out several thousand dollars in liquidating city 
bills he owed, and what bad become of him 
since the speaker professed not to know. 

A man who bas known Gratz for six years 
said he had formerly been a traveling sales- 
man for Sonnenschein. 4 Treulich, which firm 
he left some three years ago, and traveied next 
for Hirsch Brothers ot New York. When they 
quit the jewelry business he came to Chicago 
and had au office with Shakman & Co. 
under the name of J. 8. Gratz and purchased 
bis goods of Shakman & Co. It is stated that 
A. Hirsch & Co., jewelers in the same building 
with Gratz, had a claim of $1,500 against him, 
and that they suspected something when they 
saw Shakman and bis partner passing up and 
down the stairs to Gratz’s office so frequently 
during the last days of the old year. A. 
Hirsch then made a peremptory demand upon 
Gratz for his money, and offered to clean out 
the place unless his claim be immediately sat- 
isfied, whereupon the money was paid. This 
was one day before the sale to Shakman & 
Lowenboch, which occurred Dec. 31. The 
morning of Jan. 1 Gratz was seen last in the 
city, taking a train for Texas the same 
day. <As Gratz’s wife is living in 
Corpus Christi or some other town in Texas, 
it is supposed he nas gone to join her. It is 
not definitly known what steps have been 
taken here by the New York creditors, whose 
claims are said to aggregate close on to $30,000, 
with more than $10,000 unpaid in this city and 
Philadelpbia. The attorneys of the Jewelers’ 
Board of Trade in this city are Hoffheimer & 
Rosenberg, and they will look after their cli- 
ents’ interests. In the present instance, 
thongh, it would seem that nothing can be 
done now. Among the unpaid, creditors not 
mentioned in the dispatch are Henry Uppen- 
heimer, Charies Giatz, and others. 

Messrs. Hirsch ot No. 175 Madison street cor- 
roborated the above statements and said they 
uever suspected Gratz's honest intentions till 
shortly before he sold out to Shakman & Lowen- 
bach. He had bougbt out Grundling & Schmidt 
on very favorable terms to himself, merely 
agreeing to pay their indebtedness and adding 
a nominal sum to this. They, too, were of the 
opinion that Gratz had gone to Texas. 

Fred W. Schmidt, one of the defunct firm of 
Grundig & Schmidt, which bad been suc- 
ceeded by Gratz, was formerly in the employ 
of C. F. Happel & Co. of Chicago. He said he 
knew nothing of Gratz’s intention to sell out 
until Shakman & Lowenbach began to move 
the stock across the street into their own 
place. He estimates—thougb his figures are 
doubtless too high—that the $9,000 cash which 
Shakman paid bought $12,000 worth of book 
accounts and $20,000 worth of stock, and 
thinks the sale a very profitable one for the 
purchasers. Some of the book accounts will 
be hard to collect and others will not 

but the buik of 

be good. From 

another source is was learned that Gratz must 
bave made up his miad to.sell out some time 
ago, as he sent his wife to Texas a couple of 
months ago, ‘iving with her up to that time at 

No. 617 Fulton street. It was after this time 

that he began to fil up his place with goods, 

partly bought on credit. A number of collect- 
ors from various law firms into whose hands 
the claims of city creditors were placed visited 

Shakman & Lowebach’s store in the course of 

the day, but got no satisfaction.

THE COURTS. . 


A Charitable Institution Which Wants the 


A bill was filled yesterday in the Cireuit Court by 
State’s-Attorney Grinnell at the relation of the 
Chicago Hospital for Women & Children repre- 
senting that Julia Rosa Newberry died April 4, 
1876. leaving an estate worth about $120,000. By 
her will she left all her property to her mother on 
condition that the latter should first execute a 
will providing that at her death what remained 
should go to some charitable institution for 
women in Chicago, Mrs. Newberry refused to 
make such a will, and took the estate as heir of 
her daughter dy order of the Probate 
Court. She died recently leaving the whole 
estate she received from her daughter 
unspent, and to a large extent in the same securi- 
ties in which the daughter had had it. Mrs. New- 
berry also left an estate of her own to the amount 
of over $500,000. The whole estate of the daughter 
was left in the bunds of Enos Johnson, Mrs. New- 
berry’s agent, who still has it intact. Mrs. New- 
berry left a will devising the bulk of her estate to 
her brothers, Nicholas and James Clapp, but mak- 
ing no specific bequest as to the amount she re- 
ceived from her daughter. The Chicago hospital 
claims such estate of the daughter as is left be- 
longs to a charity for women in Chicago, 
and, more than this, that Mrs. Newber- 
ry’s estate is responsible for any por- 
tion that has been spent. That the 
hospital which treats indigent sick women without 
pay is the proper recipient of Miss Newberry’s be- 
quest, and it asks that her estate be given 
to it. An injunction is also asked to prevent Enos 
Johnson paying over the daughter’s estate to Mrs. 
Newberry’s heirs. 


MR. WINDETT’S MISFORTUNES—AN INSURB- 
ANCE COMPANY’S VERSION. 


Some months ago A. W. Windett filed a bill in 
the Circuit] Court asking to redeem from a number 
of foreclosure sales made by the Connecticut 
Mutual Life-Instrance Company of mortgages to 
it on his property. and representing that the com- 
pany had made numerous agreements to give him 
time to redeem and to allow him to extricate him- 
self from his financial difficulties. Yes- 
terday the company. filed a very lengthy 
answer, in which it denies flatly ever agreeing to 
extend the time to redeem, and accuses him of 
making divers false representations to it as to the 
value of his property and the amount of his debts. 
It loaned him in 1873 $40,000 o his property near 
the corner of State and Randolph streets, and some 
Hyde Park land. Some years after Catharine 
Parpart filed a bill to foreclose a prior mortgage 
for $20,000 on the State street property, and Win- 
dett defended it and gota decree in the United 
States Supreme Court in his favor. He then got 
the company to release the Hyde Park property, 
but omitted to tell them the court might grant a 
rehearing. As a matter of fact a rehearing 
was granted and the Parpart mortgage 
established, and the company was finally obliged 
to pay $46,158 to settle it. In 1881 the company 
foreclosed all the mortgages it held against Win- 
dett and got a decree for $136.697, which has never 
been appealed from. The fifteen months’ redemp- 
tion time having long since expired it claims to 
hold the land absolutely free from any claim on 
Windett’s part. It also claims it has been very 
lenient to Windett and even released some proper- 
ty from the liens of its mortgages to enable him to 
raise money to live on, and has allowed bim to re- 
tain sume received On sales, though under no legal 
obligations so to do, but that its duty to ite policy- 
holders has compelled it to foreciose the mort- 
gages and bid in the property to protect itself. 


THE CHELTENHAM IMPROVEMENT COM- 
PANY, 


Edward F. Lawrence filed a bill yesterday in the 
Superior Court against the Cheltenham Improve- 
ment Company to foreclose the $100,000 trust-deed 
given by the company July 1, 1885, to secure én 
issue Of $100,000 worth of bonds. The bonds ran 
three years, with interest at 6 per cént per annum, 
payable semi-annually. The property mortgaged 
to complainant as trustee to secure these bonds 
was the 40-acre tract on which the pavilion stands. 
The semi-annual interest of $3,000 due Jan. 1, 1885, 
was not paid at maturity. The pavilion was open 
last summer, being operated in connection with 
the Iliinois Central Railroad, which laid a switch- 
track from it regular station up to the 
gate of the pavilion, and the im- 
provement company had a share in the fares 
collected by the road on all persons visiting the 
pavilion. This contract is valuable, as the pro- 
ceeds can be used toward paying the interest on 
the bonds, and hence itis important, pending the 
foreclosure proceedings, that a receiver should be 
appointed to lease the pavilion, collect the rent, 
and apply it toward paying the bonds. The com- 
piainant asks that the trust-deed may be fore- 
closed, and until that is done that a receiver may 
be appointed with the usual powers. 


A NON COMPOS MENTIS WITNESS. 

In the divorce case of Laura 8. Jansen 
against Henry Jansen, & motion was made 
yesterday morning before Judge Shepard 
by the defendant to dissolve the 
injunction restraining him from interfering with 
her or theturniture at their house, No. 416 North 
Clark. Some affidavits were read tending to show 
that Mrs. Jansen was intimate with several men 
and had been guilty of adultery since her mar- 
riage; that all his property was contained in his 
house and his wife was likely to make away with 
it. Among the affidavits read was one by a Mrs. 
Christina McClellan to the effect that she had often 
seen Mrs. Jansen in compromising situations with 
men. Thereupon Mrs. Jansen’s lawyer read an 
affidavit that Mrs. McClellan had been made drunk 
and then induced to make such an affidavit. He 
said the woman was i court and he 
wanted ber put on the stand. This created 
some sensation. and the woman was examined. She 
said she had not been right in her head since her 
boy died and could not remember much. She 
recollected that Jansen came to her house with 
another man and gave her four or five giasses of 
beer, and, unknown to her, put snuff in it. Then 
the other man talked to herand wrote something 
down on paper. When she came to her senses she 
told a neighbor she wanted to make it right, what 
she had saia. She denied she had ever seen any- 
thing out of the way in Mrs. Jansen’s conduct. The 
Judge said the woman was evidently weak-minded 
ahd not responsible for what she said. He would 
decline to dissolve the injunction against Jansen, 
97 would grant a counter-injunction preventing 

Jansen from disposing of the furniture.

Judge Gresham called through the firet 105 cases 
of his chancery calendar yesterday, but only found 
one ready for frial. Today he will call through 
the rest of the calendar and set for trial any that 
the counsel wish to have heard. 

In the creditor’s lien of Seeberger, Breakey & 
Co. and C. M. Henderson & Co. against the Michi- 
gan Lumber Company and Gray, Burt 4 Kmgman, 
answer was filed yesterday in the Cireult Court by 
Gray, Burt & Kingman in which they admit they 
have taken possession of nearly all the property 
of the Michigan Lumber Company, but claim it 
was under chattel mortgage given them to secure 
valid preéxisting debts, and they deny that they 
have taken it fraudulently or hold it in trust for 
the com pany, Or that they are acting in collusion 
with the company. 

Judge Rogers has on trial the case of William J. 
Finley against Col. John S. Wilson, who expelled 
the plaintiff violently from his restaurant in the 
small hours of tne night... Finley came into the 
restaurant with some companions about 2 o’ clock 
in the morning and asked for some oysters. He 
was refused, and thereupon became violent, when

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was applied to last year by two large railroads 
to furnish car trusts for cars which they had 
at three-fourths of a cent that 

they might replace them and save the mileage 
paid out. I also bad a number of applications 
from parties about car trusts for roads in the 
hands of receivers which various United States 
Courts bad authorized made. There were good 
railroad-men, of considerable reputation and 
undoubtedly of considerable judgment as to 
what was best, in charge of ali these properties. 

Again, the New York, Lake Erie & Western 
Railroad, from which quotation is made, may 
not be regarded as the best authority, nor may 
statements made generally from its car earn- 
mgs, whioh include all its cars and rolling 
stock without distinction, whether car-trusted 
or not, be used as an argument against trusts, 
but only as argument against the Brie using 
any cars at all. But, perhaps, the manage- 
ment of the Pennsylvania Railroad may be 
looked upon as of the highest, one not likely 
to continue in any course it not to its interest, 
especially if not profitable; and yet, Poor's 
Manual for 1885 states from the report of the 
President at the end of 1884 the following ac- 
count of car trusts used on that road: 

Further provision was made, under the system 
ot car trusts. for the equipment of your roads to 
the extent of 500 refrigerator cars, 500 hopper cars, 
600 long gondola cars, 700 hopper gondola cars, etc. 

The report also contains this statement:

Perhaps there is an argument that persuades 
the Pennsyivania Railroad management that 
the car trust used by them so long is about the 
best way to get their rolling-stock. 

I cannot answer every one who may propose 
problems about repairs of cars and deprecia- 
on, nor enter upon other long stories of the 
replacement of parts, the rebuilding of cars, 
the provisions of a car trust for inspection, in- 
surance, etc., or the usual provisions by ral 
roads to keep cars in good order for constant 
use, which tend to preserve the property of 
the car trust a good security. Nor do I wish 
to talk about good car trusts or poor car trusts 
or things called car trusts that are not, or 
praise one to the iajury of others; but I say 
that car-trust securities properly issued are one 
of the best railroad investments, and have been 
amongst the best protected by courts and rail- 
roads through all this past trouble.

AN OBSTRUCTIONIST ARRESTED. 

Derroit, Mich., Jan. 5.—J. M. Ashley Jr., 
Superintendent of the Toledo & Ann Arbor 
Road, was arrested last nigbt on the charge of 
obstructing United States mails, for which of- 
fense the United States statutes provide a pen- 
alty not to exceed $100 fine. 

At 10 o'clock last night Ashley's men re- 
moved the iron ties, switches, and frogs at 
Howell, and stationed armed men to guard the 
track, but later all was quiet and orderly and 
the men were relaying the track under his d 
rection. 

Ashiey was brought to this city and arraigned 
before the United States Commissioner, the 
hearing in the case being postpoued until next 
Monday. 

The night train on the Detroit, Lansing & 
Northern did not go out last night on account 
of the track being torn up and for fear of a 
wreck. Trains were running as usual, how- 
ever, this morning, the tracks having been re- 
paired. 

lonta, Mich., Jan. 5.—[Special.]}—The block- 
ade on the Detroit, Lansing & Northern Rail- 
road was raised early this morning, and trains 
are now running regularly. The track was 
torn up not only at Howell, where crossing was 
aitempred, but 300 or 400 feet were also torn up 
at South Lyons, fifteen miles east. This was 
evidently to head off reinforcements from De- 
troit. A quarter of a mile of telegraph wire 
was torn down at each place. Tne bridge put 
in by Ashley raises the track of the Detroit, 
Lansing & Northern on one of the heaviest 
grades on the line, compelling great caution in 
approaching it, and requiring east-bound 
freights to drop from six to eight cars. The 
affair will now be fought out in the courts 
probably. So far the Toledo & Ann Arbor 
Road has the best of the fight. They have ef- 
fected their crossing.

An informal meeting of a number of friends 
and admirers of the late Vice-President, Thom- 
as A. Hendricks, was held yesterday afternoon 
in the rooms of the Iroquois Club. E. M. 
Phelps presided and J. H. Ray acted as Secre- 
tary. The following committee of citizens was 
appointed to inaugurate a movement to secure 
subscriptions in this city for a fund for the 
erection of a National monument of the late 
Vice-President: Potter Palmer, Judge Gresu- 
am, Marsball Field, Wirt Dexter, W. C. Goudy, 
W. G. McCormick, W. C. Seipp, Francis Hoff- 
man, Peter Studebaker, Carter H. Harrison, 
Judge Rogers, R. R. Cable, A. M. Wright. 
The Secretary of the meeting was instructed 
to call the committee together Friday at 4 
o'clock at the Iroquois Club. 

Judge John A, Hoiman of Indianapolis, who 
has been actively engaged in the securing 
of funds for the monument, was present at the 
meeting and outlined the plans of the commit- 
tee to which the work had been intrusted. It 
was proposed to close the subscripuons within 
two months, by which time it was judged, 
from the generosity of the responses from the 
West, East, and South, that at least $100,000 
would bave been secured. Of this amount it 
was expected that $40,000 or $50,000 in small 
dmounts would be subscribed in Indiana, where 
special efforts are being made to reach the peo- 
ple throughout the State, No large sums were 
particularly desired by the committee. Judge 
Holman stated that the monument was in- 
tended to be a people's tribute to the dead 
Vice-President.

THE STREET NOMENCLATURE. 

A correspondent writes to Taz Trisune that 
he bas made caiculations which convince him 
that the plan proposed by Commissioner 
Cregier for making changes in the street nom- 
enolature would cost the citizens $50,000, and 
the writer lays down a plan of his oon. It is 
that all streets extending east and west, south 
of South Water, be called “streets” and 
“*courts,”’ and all lying north be called ay- 
enues and places,“ and that 100 numbers 
should be allowed to each block whether there 
are that many houses on the two sides or not.
